G.S.R. 46(E).— Whereas the draft of certain rules further to amend the Central Motors Vehicles Rules, 1989 was 
published as required by sub-section (1) of section 212 of the Motor Vehicles Rules, 1988 (59 of 1988) in the Gazette of 
india Extraordinary Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated 5th June, 1997 with the notification of Government of india in 
the Ministry of Surface Transport (Transport Wing), No. G.S.R--309 (E) dated the 5th June, 1997 inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within a period of 30 days on which copies of the Gazette of India 
Containing the notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said notification were made available to the public on 13th June, 1997; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred by section 110 of the Motor Vehciles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988) the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, namely ;— 
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1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force from 1st April, 1998. 

2. In sub-rule (9) of rule 115 of the Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, for the heading "MASS EMISSION STANDARDS 
FOR PETROL DRIVEN VEHICLES EFFECTIVE FROM 1ST APRIL, 1996” and item (i) thereunder relating to passenger 
cars, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"MASS EMISSION STANDARDS FOR PETROL DRIVEN VEHICLES EFFECTIVE FROM 1 ST APRIL, 1998."

NotA :— 

1. The tests will be as per Indian Driving Cycle with warm start. However, with effect from 1st April, 1998, the test 
will be as per Indian driving cycle with cold start for catalytic converter fitted vehicles as :— 

Soak Temperature a 20°—30°C 

Soak Period = 6-30 hrs 

preparatory running before sampling = 4 cycles 

Number of test cycles = 6 

Break down of cycles " Indian Driving Cycle as per Annexure II 

2. For passenger cars not fitted with catalytic converters, the test will continue to be with warm start as per existing 
procedure, till 1-4-2000. 

3. There should be no crankcase emission. 

4. Evaporative emission should not be more than 2.0g/test, 

5. COP Standards : 20% relaxation in the standards for Carbon Monoxide and combined HC+NOx would be given. 

6. For vehicles fitted with Catalytic Converter a deterioration factor of 1.2 on type approval Limits will be applicable 
for durability.
